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Report of Park Commissioners 


Your Commissioners herewith submit their seventh annual 
report for the year ending Jan. 31, 1912. 


THE COMMON 


This park in the centre of the town has been, as usual, very 
difficult to keep in geod order, but during the past year it has 
presented a much neater appearance than ever before, as a result 
of constant care. A bubble fountain was installed through the 
generosity of the ladies of Natick,—the list of donors being as 
follows:

LINCOLN PARK .- 


The grass has got well started and the trees and bushes are 
all in good order. ' 
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This small park neat and well cared for, makes a marked 
change ‘and improvement. in the approach to the town over the 
former condition. 


COOLIDGE PLAY GROUND 


This play ground has been in constant use, and has proved 
to be a most valuable asset of the town. The level of the land 
is unfortunately very uneven and so low on one siae as to be 
completely submerged in the springof the year. The field being 
so constantly in use, it has been difficult to find any time to do 
work on grading and filling. 

This autumn as soon as the foot ball season was over, abou 
the first of December, an attempt was made to begin the work 
which seemed to be so necessary. The loam was removed fromt 
the lowest part of the field, and some gravel was carted in. It 
is hoped that during the winter, ashes and filling will be carted 
in, and in the spring as soon as the level of the land has been 
sufficiently raised, the loam will be replaced and the surface 
seeded down. The field is, however, far from level and the. 
entire surface should be graded. Estimates for doing this work 
have been received, the total cost being about eleven hundred 
dollars. 


This work will necessarily make the field unavailable for 
sports during an entire season, and the boys will be obliged to 
find some other place temporarily for their games. An extra 
appropriation will be necessary for this work, and it is hoped 
that the town will be willing to grant this, especially in view of 
the great success the boys have had in their athletic sports. 


WASHBURN SQUARE 
This small park corresponding very nearly to Lincoln Park 
isin good condition and serves to improve the appearance of 
the Southern entrance to the town. 
DUG POND 


This park has been used more this year than it has in past 
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years by societies etc., for picnic purposes, and water pipes should 
be extended to some part of the park for drinking purposes 
Mr. A. C. Anderson has agreed to give easement to the town to 
lay water pipes through his land to the town park, and an esti- 
mated cost of $250 has been given by the superintendent of 
water works for the work. An ent.rance to the Park through 
Maple Avenue would be a great convenience, but the small ap- 
propriation has made this impossible. 

The present accommodations for the bathers seem to be 
sufficient, but the day is not far removed when:a more elaborate 
structure will have to take the place of the present shelters. No 
accidents of importance have occurred and fairly good order has 
been preserved. The bathing has been enjoyed by large num- 
bers during the past summer, and was a great source of pleasure 
to many, especially during the intense mid-summer heat. Natick 
is unusually fortunate in being able to offer to her town’s people 
this privilege which so few other towns possess. 

After the close of the bathing season, several weeks were 
spent in cleaning up the undergrowth, the removal of dead trees, 
etc. 


COOLIDGE PARK 


This wooded hill has been free from fires and insect pests 
during the'year, and the trees are in good order. A few trees 
have been cut down} by unknown persons, but fortunately very 
little damage was done. 


HUNNEWELL PLAYGROUND 


This playground has been well used by the boys and 
children, the ground kept in good order and a bubble fountain 
has been introduced. 


OLD TOWN PARK 


The grass and shruberies have been kept in excellent con- 
dition in spite of the bad drought, The entrance to South Na- 
tick from the South has been greatly beautified by this small 
park, which fortunately contains one of the most beautiful elm 
trees in Natick. Two electric lights have been added which is 
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a great improvement and convenience for those that wish to use 
the park at night. One more light is wanted at the fountain as 
it is rather dark at this place.

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Tree Warden’s Report 


The Tree Warden herewith submits his annual report for 
the year ending Jan. 31st, 1912: * 

Although Natick is unusually well provided with street | 
trees, yet every year there seems to be a greater demand for 
more trees in all parts of the town, and many more letters are 
received by the Tree Warden, asking for the trees to be trim- 
med, superfluous trees to be removed, or calling his attention 
to dead or dangerous limbs. There is undoubtedly a far 
greater interest in the street trees than existed a few years ago, 
and the duties and expenses of the Tree Warden seem to in- 
crease yearly. More trees than usual were planted last 
spring, chiefly in the district west of the Coolidge Playground, 
where some new streets were laid out. Owing to the intense 
heat and midsummer drought some of these saplings have died, 
and will have to be replaced another year. The elm beetle 
still remains with us in great numbers. Fortunately, this pest 
is easily controlled by spraying, and it has done little damage 
to the street trees. Unfortunately, the state does not include 
this beetle with the gypsy and brown tail moths, and its de- 
struction should form a part of the duty of the Tree Warden. 
If the town wishes to preserve its elm trees an extra appro- 
priation will have to be made for this work. Natick is for- 
tunate in having many very fine elm trees on its highways, 
and it is hoped that this work of spraying the highway elms 
will be continued as long as this pest remains. .

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- Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths 


The local commissioner herewith presents his annual report 
for the year ending Jan. 31st, 1912: 


No change of importance has taken place since the last re- 


_ port, the residential part of the town is practically free from 


gypsy moths, and no colonies of importance have been dis- 
covered in the wood lots. 


Unfortunately, in the northern part of the town the brown 
tail moths that were with us last year were not blown away, 
but have remained and increased enormously, forming large 
colonies in two or three places. These nests will be removed 
as far as possible, and where they are too numerous to remove 
an attempt will be made to introduce a disease or parasite. 

The conditions near Nonesuch Pond, where we had large 
numbers of gypsy moths a few years ago, have greatly 1m- 
proved, but although we have succeeded in preventing any 
large colonies from getting into our woods, yet they are scat- 
tered throughout almost all our wood lots. 

As the state does not do the elm beetle work in its crusade 
against the gypsy and brown tail moths, the work of spraying 
for the elm leaf beetle, should not be included in the work of 
the local commission, but should be given to the Tree Warden 
and an appropriation made for the necessary spraying of the 
town elm trees. 

As usual all private individuals can have their elm trees 


sprayed at their expense, by applying to the Tree Warden.

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Assessors’ Report 


We beg to submit our report for the year 1grr. 


The gain in valuations during the past year has been but | 
$12,250. 

The failure to maintain the growth of the past few years 
has been due to the settlement of estates and the placing of 
intangible taxable securities into non-taxable personal property. 


The personal property tax now amounts to 41 per cent of 
the real estate. This is as good a showing as could be hoped 
for, not as high as communities where personal wealth is cen- 
tralized, or where machinery values in manufacturing localities 
swell the personal property tax, but far ahead of the towns. or 
cities where real results should appear.

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We hope to be able to keep the personal property valuation 
noc below its present mark in percentage. 


We wish to bring as forcibly as possible to the attention of 
the citizens the condition to which we referred in last year’s 
report, namely, the yearly increasing demands of the budget 
We have no sources of revenue to meet these yearly increases 
but the levy on estates. Our valuation cannot keep pace with |. 
the steady demands without the burden of heavy tax rates. 


The work of the Block and Map system has progressed 
during the year. The territory covered is from Floral Ave. 
on So. Main St. to Rockland St. on So. Main St., Western 
Ave. on the west side to Pond St., Pond St. on the south 
to the old Water Pumping Station, Pond St., on the north side 
from Forest St., to the Cemetery, West CentralSt., both sides 
from Forest St. to the Lake. All the territory south of Pond 
St. and west of So. Main St. and all land south of the R. 
R. between these points have now been covered to Rockland 
St. on the south and Dug Pond on the west. 


We are now prepared to continue the work should the town 
so vote, north of the B. & A. R. R. tracks. The same engineer 
as previously employed, Mr. Hamilton Flood, has done the work 
this year and in the same satisfactory manner. The plans are 
open for the inspection of the public at any time.

REMARKS ° 


Starting the year 1911 I arranged my accounts under a 
new system, classifying after the manner of several of the Cities 
which have, through the kindness of their Superintendents, fur- 
nished me with a report of the Street Departments work each 
year. This has the following results: it has kept me in closer 
touch with the financial condition of my Department than I 
have ever been before, it gives the exact cost of each portion of 
the work, enables you to see clearly where the money has been 
expended and allows me to report that all bills contracted for to 
February rst 1912, have been paid for and a balance left on 
hand. 

I have purchased much new equiptment this year out of the 
general appropriation, have over $206.00 worth of hay and 
grain on hand and lumber to repair bridges amounting to $75.40. 
This and the fact that I have no outstanding bills will help a 
great deal toward keeping down expenses for tgr2. 

No. Main and Grant Stréet’ Sidewalks show a rather large 
overdraw and I feel that some explanation is due, the citizens on 
Grant Street felt that the walk figured on was not wide enough 
and were willing to pay extra if the walk could be maae the 
width they wished, this was done after the matter had been re~ 
ferred to the Board of Selectmen. No. Main Street Sidewalk 
was found on being surveyed to need re-grading, filling and 
straightening, this was referred to the Selectmen and done at. an 
extra cost of $266.63. 


The overdraft on Drains & Catch Basins was due to the 
fact that a large drain put in on Morse Street was in some way 
omitted from the recommendation of the Committee last year. 
As the drain was very important I thought it best to put it in 
this year and explain the overdraw. I have drain pipe on hand 
which was paid for from this appropriation amounting to $51.91 
also two catch basin covers valued at.$13.24 that may be used 
next year. 


The treatment of Central Street by the State Highway Com- 
mission seems to be very satisfactory but will need very careful 
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attention in the future to be kept in good shape. A cart suit- 
able for this work should be purchased by the Town at once for 
use in patching and treating other macaeam roads in the Town. 

The appropriation for macadamising So. Main Street is 
still unexpended but as the piping seems to be about complete 
on that street I think this work can be started early next Sum- 
mer. 


In conclusion I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and 
the various Town officials for courtesies extended to me, also 
the employees of my Department whose co-operation has made 
it possible for me to turn out a very successful year’s work.

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REMARKS 


The fire loss for the past year $6,625.00 is good proof of the 
excellent work of the department. During the past year we have 
made more repairs than for a number of years; the repairs on the 
buildings amounted to $310.17, on the fire alarm system $170.53, 
on the bath room, $197,40, repairs on the apparatus cost $93.35, 
making a total of $771.45; the amount being so large we could 
not paint the two hose wagons we intended to. They will have 
to be painied the coming year. While the towns around us are 
receiving power from the electric roads free of cost we had to 
pay the Middlesex and, Boston Street Railroad $127.00 for power 
the past year. The fire alarm Box No. 29 was placed in the 
service at a cost of $210.08 leaving a balance of $34.92. The 
new hose was purchased from the C..C. C. Fire Hose and 
Rubber Company at a cost of $700.00, leaving a balance of 
$50.00; the shed at Hose 4 House, for which $125.00 was 
appropriated was built at a cost of) ¢124.85. At Hose 2 House 
the rooms on the upper floor have been furnished for the 
members. ‘(wo members sleep there. The heating plant at the 
Central Station must be repaired the coming year. We recom- 
mend to your committee that the sum of $225.00 be appropri- 
ated to repair and paint Hose 2 House; also an appropriation 
to repair shed. We also recommend an appropriation of $750.00 . 
for new hose, and $7,500 for running expenses and pay roll, and 
$2,340.00 for hydrant service.

REMARKS 


In suppressing the illegal sale of liquor, nine search warrants 
for liquor were issued, and upon four of the warrants liquor was 
found and forfeited. ‘Two of these successful searches were made 
upon the same premises a few days apart, and the defendant fled 
from the Commonwealth and has not retnrned. The other two 
defendants were brought to trial and plead guilty. Their cases 
by direction of the court, were placed on file, it appearing to the 
Satisfaction of the judge, that one of the defendants was 
in poor health and would, if released, leave town with his 
family and would not again engage in the liquor business. He 
did leave town and has not returned. The other defendant was 
an Italian, who claimed ignorance of the law. The circum- 
stances of the case were such that the judge thought it a proper 
case to dispose of as stated, and the defendant has given no 
further cause for complaint. 


CONCLUSION 
In concluding my report, I wish to thank the Honorable 
Board of Selectmen, Jud ge Henry C. Mulligan and Town Coun- 
sel Forrest N. Adams for the kind co-operation which they have 
extended to me in performance of the duties of this office. I 
also wish to thank the officers of this department for the faithful 
performance of their duties for the past year.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute : 
Gentlemen: 


The thirty-ninth annual report for the year ending January 
31, 1912, is herewith presented. 

An encouraging indication for the future welfare of the 
library is the increasing demand made upon its resources both 
for home use and reference. Because of this increase it was 
found necessary this summer to have one of the substitute as- 
sistants on duty during the entire vacation period, and the 
work has now reached a point where it will continue to be 
necessary. | | 

A beginning has been made in systematic work with the 
pupils of the High School, members of certain divisions being 
_ sent here with time slips during study periods for subject 

matter. Also a talk has been given to one class on the use of 
the card catalogue and periodical index. About half of the 
new cards issued have been to scholars, and many of the re- 
quests for books have shown the influence of the teacher. 
Reserved sections for both teachers and pupils have been in 
use throughout the year and the outlook seems favorable for 
further co-operative work. Various clubs besides have 
availed themselves of material for collateral reading. 

The Duplicate Pay Collection still gives satisfaction to those 
who patronize it and to those who because of it have more op- | 
portunities to’ draw the books in regular circulation. - 

A larger number each year make use of the vacation ex- 
tension and much appreciate the privilege.

The circulation of music is out of proportion to the num- 
ber of volumes, but the collection is gradually becoming larger. 


It is intended to have the list of borrower’s cards repre- 
sent only those people who are actual residents and certificates 
of all those leaving town are destroyed when we are notified, 
but as many neglect that duty an occasional revision becomes 
a necessity. It is the custom in some libraries to have a rereg- 


istration every two years, but it has been seven since the last 
one here. That there might be as little inconvenience to the 


public as possible, Miss Eldridge, with the aid of the Direc- 


tory, List of Polls, and the assistance of Miss Katharine Ma- 
han, who kindly revised the doubtful addresses at the Post 


Office, found nearly four hundred persons who were ineligi- 
ble to library privileges in addition to those who had al- 
ready given up their cards. 

* The subscription to the Massachusetts Library Art Club 
was discontinued this year with much regret, but with a new 
bookcase in the reference room there was no place for the 
exhibition of the pictures.

In common with many other libraries room is at a premium, 
and the weeding out process is not only necessary from that 
standpoint, but also that the library may not become as Lord 
Roseberry expresses it, “a cemetery of books.” In this pro- 
gressive age except on certain subjects it is only the latest in- 
formation that is desired, and with the withdrawal of the 

*servile devotion to anything in book form whether of use or 
not, it is possible to make quite a clearance without detriment 


to either place or people. Accordingly under these conditions 
with us Lord Roseberry’s term may now be applied to the 
basement, and another bookcase has been placed there. 


The reference department has been specially favored as the 
following books are among those added:

The Young People’s library under the management of 
Miss Carena L. Haggett has had a successful year, and while 
the home circulation has its ebb and flow, the last three months 
have shown a decided turn for the better. 

This winter, as three years ago, the rooms have been kept 
open continuously from 3 until 8 P. M. to accommodate the 
children desiring to remain, and also to relieve the reading 
rooms of an otherwise disturbing element. 

Felchville and West Natick schools have had books sent as 
usual through the kindness of Mr. John B. Leamy and Mr. 
William P. Johnson as carriers. 

A larger number of new volumes have been added than 
formerly, and with the exception of some which have been 
published recently, they have been selected mainly from the | 
Catalogue of the Carnegie Library of Pittsburg for the use of 
the Pittsburg schools. Every book in this catalogue has been 
thoroughly tested both for school work and recreation purpos- 
es, and a better foundation for further purchases cannot be 
had. 

As shelf room is lacking here also, two new bookcases have 
been built to supply the deficiency. 


A linoleum carpet, recently laid in the centre hall between 
the Young People’s library and the reading rooms, adds much 
to its appearance, and also reduces to a minimum the sound of 
passing feet. 

The reading rooms with Mr. Bryant in charge have never 
been used more, and we note several out-of-town people who 
are regular readers of the newspapers and periodicals. 


As in previous years the library has been the recipient of 
many gifts which are recorded in the appendix. Among them 
is an illustrated set of the New Library Poetry and Song in 
twenty-three parts, edited by William Cullen Bryant, given by 
Mr. William F. Cleland; nine panoramic pictures of the Pan- 
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ama Canal, together with a relief map published by the gov- 
ernment, and a book of description sent by Miss H. G. Fair- 
banks of Colon Hospital, Cristobal, Canal Zone, Panama; a 
copy of the Wellesley & Needham Directory, donated by Mr. 
A. J. Gordon; and a large Rand & McNally’s Atlas presented 
by Mrs. O. Augusta Cheney to the Young People’s Library. 

The building has undergone quite a few repairs as window 
frames have been tightened and drawn, all the outside wood- 
work painted, broken slates in the roof replaced, and side 
rails are being added to the front steps. 

One. important thing yet remains to be done, and that is to 
beautify the grounds. Satisfactory turf is impossible with the 
present condition of the soil, but with a good lawn and the 
addition of shrubbery the library and its environment might 
be made to compare favorably with locations of a like nature 
in other towns, and with the growing interest in civic art, 
strangers are quick to note the advantages to be gained in a 
place where its principles are developed. 

With the continued pleasant relations of trustees, assistants 
and janitor, it has been possible to close the year with a back- 
ground of harmonious and progressive work.

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REMARKS 


The Report of the Overseers of the Poor this year should be 
of a highly satisfactory character, both to the taxpayers and to 
the officials of the Board. 
With the ever-increasing cost of the necessaries of life it has 
been a hard task to keep within the limits of our appropriation. 
In 1911 we have had more appeals for aid than in the 
previous year, as can be seen by the statement of supported 


cases; there being 34 more families with 42 individuals than last 


year. A goodly number of these are out of town parties, espec- 
ially hospital cases of foreigners, who are living in crowded rooms, 
boarding themselves, and when sick have no other recourse than 
the hospital. For the care of these cases the Town, of{course, is 
reimbursed by the State and by other towns. If it were not for 
these cases, we would have been able to show a handsome 
bal ince in our favor. 

Of the children whom we tcok out of undesirable homes and 
placed under better care, all remain in our charge, and they will 
remain there until their parents show an inclination to furnish a 
home for them that will come somewhere near the standard of 
decency and propriety. We are making these people help to 
support these children. 

The Town Farm this year shows up surprisingly well consid- 
ering the early frost and the followlng dry season which we had 
to contend with. 

In spite of these drawbacks the returns from the farm are 
some $150.00 more than last year, a fact which speaks well for 
the management of the place. 

The inmates of the place are getting along as well as may

be expected, considering their age and infirmities, most of the 
people being over seventy-five years of age. 

There is one very important thing the citizens of this town 
will have to face in the immediate future, and that is a new rifle 
range for Company L, of the State Militia. The range as it is 
now has been condemned by the military authorities, and consid- 
erable money must be spent before it is brought up to the 
standard required by the State. 

The location is one of the poorest in the town, the course 
of the bullets’ making nearly straight towards the town; also the 
background of the targets, being a ledge, there is. ever-present 
danger of re-cocheting bullets doing damage, as was seen in 
former years, some of the hogs and one of the cows being killed, 
and a boy being severely wounded by a bullet only last year. 

This matter should be attended to at once, and a new range 
established where there can be no harm done by stray bullets. 

In this connection we will state that we have a bill before 
the legislature for the reimbursemént of the cow, which bill is 
very likely to be passed at once. 

We hope that the citizens of the town will take all the inter- 
est possible in the Town Farm, and by their visits there show 
their appreciation of the work done in the last few years. 

Every opportunity will ,bé accorded them to inspect the 
place inside and out by our warden and matron, who have done 
so much to bring the improvements about.

16. At present there are rg inmates varying in age from 57 years 
to 91, most of whom are unable to do any kind of work because 
of extreme feebleness and advanced age. There has been one 
death at the home during the past year. The inmates are com- 
fortably taken care of, and their rooms are kept clean and neat. 
They get good, wholesome food to eat and plenty of it. Asa 
whole, there are few complaints regarding their care and 
surroundings. 

The grounds and buildings are well cared for, and make 
an attractive appearance. 

The board of management visit the home nearly every week 
and keep a watchful interest for the comfort of its charges.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The ending of the fiscal year at almost the exact middle of 
the school term makes the task of rendering a report of the 


schools at this‘time a rather perplexing one. If the fiscal 
year were coincident with the school year, we could summa- 


rize work and conditions much more clearly and accurately. 
As it is, much of the material submitted relative to last year’s 
term is now seven months old. Generalizations and statistics 
for the present term now only half over cannot be made. 
The parents and citizens have continued their hearty sup- 
port of the schools. Every demand in the way of the finan- 
cial support has been granted, and parents have such confi- 
dence in our teachers that it is exceptional to have any of the 
fault-finding or antagonism which, in some places, is very 
noticeable. This is as it should be. Our teachers are a 
picked body of trained educators, and our children’s welfare 
need give their parents no anxiety during the hours that they 
are under their skilled, intelligent, and sympathetic over- 
sight. 
Teachers are the great essential feature in any educational 
system. Everything else is minor and contributory. During 
the past year the salaries of our male high school teachers 
have been increased $200 per annum, and those of the female 
teachers $100 per annum. During the preceding year the 
grade teachers received a substantial increase. This has en- 
abled us to retain our teaching force comparatively unbroken, 
and this with the increased spirit of the teachers in conse- 
quence of this evidence of the town’s appreciation, has al-

ready shown ample return in increased efficiency for this in- 
creased financial outlay. 


Our public schools are now the great supplement of the 
home. Sometimes they bid fair to become the substitute for 
the home. Many a neglected little waif has in his loving, 
kindly teacher the best mother he has ever known. Who 
can measure the influence on his life of the months of associ- 
ation with a tidy, refined and intelligent instructor. 


SCHOOL FINANCES. 


The finances of the School Department are most economi- 
cally administered. There is no economy in education that 
sacrifices efficiency. If additional expenditures mean increas- 
ed progress and well-being for the children, these expendi- 
tures should be made. If fuel is needed, we cannot let the 
children suffer, or if supplies are needed, public sentiment 


will not allow the children to be in need. 


Supplies, text-books, etc., cost on an average for all our 
schools less than a penny a day per pupil, or less than the 
cost of a morning paper, yet if the maximum progress for the 
child and efficiency for our school in general could be obtained 
only by the expenditure of two cents a day per child, who 
would protest? As a matter of fact, two cents a day cover 
expenditures per child for both supplies and fuel, while three 
cents a day cover text-books, supplies, fuel, and janitor serv- 
ice, while five cents a day pay everything except his teacher’s 
salary. How much better that he have the advantage of this 
money in his youth than that he be deprived of an education 
now, and the money handed to him as a meagre inheritance 
when he has attained an ignorant middle age. Our public 
schools are maintained on a somewhat socialistic plan. The 
money of the rich is used to educate the children of the poor. 
Unlike so many other public beneficences, we can see only 
good to the general public from the plan. 


The answer to the question, “Is the world growing better ?” 
is the answer to this question, “What is the present genera- 
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tion doing for the coming generation?’ If it is hoarding its 
money by depriving the children of the best in educational ad- 
vantages, if unrestrained by inhibitory law, it is coining the 
bodies of its children into money by toil in the shops and fac- 
tories, the answer to our first question is that the world is not 
growing better, but under the unnatural and artificial condi- 
tions of modern life, each generation, growing weaker, will 
repeat the crimes of the preceding generation on the one that 
succeeds it. No right thinking person would be guilty of an 
offense or an injustice to a little child. 


There is no mystery about the department expenditures. 
The expenses are nearly all definitely fixed and the latitude 
in money matters allowed the school department narrows 
down on investigation to ridiculously small limits. 


The great item of expenditures is salaries for the teachers 
and janitors. This can be anticipated definitely almost to a 
dollar, and this year will total’ $42,000.00. Expenditure for . 
fuel has to be varied somewhat because of variation of weath- 
er conditions in winter, but it totals each year about five hun- 
dred tons of coal, costing about $3150. Wood cost $150, and 
fuel gas, $50. A total of $3350 and a margin of $150 makes 
$3500. Under miscellaneous we include as one great item the. 
transportation of children. This costs about $1200. 

Tuition costs $200; water and sewer service, $350; new 
equipment, as typewriters, cost $425; the truant officer, census 
taker, electric lights, cost $250 or more; printing, $150; grad- 
uation expenses, office service, telephone charges total $250. 
Gas, contingent expenses of Superintendent, and miscella- 
nerous minor charges add $350 to this list. All of these 
charges are necessary for school efficiency, and the School 
Committee would be condemned for curtailing them. 


Under the head of Text-books and supplies, the demands 
are not so definite. Books, papers, pens and other supplies 
must be furnished. Most of the supplies like text-books, etc., 
have a fixed and definite price. Wherever possible competi- 
tive bids are called for, and the lowest prices secured. As 
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stated, the expenditures for text-books, stationery, manual 
training, domestic science, drawing, chemistry supplies, etc., 
average but a penny a day per child. They are as necessary 
as tools to the workman, and we could as well afford to have 
the workman without tools as the pupil without equipment. 

There is always a temptation to economize unduly in the 
care of buildings, and probably even larger expenditures than 
we have now to keep them renewed and repaired would be 
the highest economy. However, improvements and repairs 
must be made. Painting, reroofing, plumbers’ bills and sim- 
ilar things on a dozen buildings amounts to about $1500 an- 
nually. Insurance renewals this year will cost us $750. The 
Nathan Rice building needs reflooring throughout. This will 
cost about $800. New blackboards are needed. These will 
cost $100. The ventilation is very poor and should be sup- 
plemented by an electric fan similar to that installed in the 
Wilson building. ‘This will cost at least $200, making the 
_ total about $1250, and for all the schools about $3400. 


SCHOOL GARDENING. 


This important phase of school work has not been neglected 
during the past year. Through the interest of the Village 
Improvement Society, Miss Lillian Daniels was secured to su- 
pervise the work. About five hundred gardens were started 
by individual pupils. At the South Middlesex Fair, some of 
their products were exhibited and obtained quite a number 
of prizes. The Commercial Club has taken it up this year, and 
has appointed a committee to act in conjunction with the 
schools, to aid in the movement. This committee consists 
of James Wheeler, Alexander Montgomery, Robert Montgom- 
ery, Samuel Watts, and the Superintendent of Schools. It is 
our purpose to combine the school exhibition next fall with 
the school garden exhibition. The teachers are now making 
preparations, and we anticipate an exhibition that will be at 
once attractive and instructive. We cordially invite the gen- 
eral public to inspect this exhibit at the opening of the fall 
term of the public schools. 
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SCHOOL ATHLETICS. 


The success of our high school football team this year has 
been so phenomenal, so far as defeating opposing teams and 
piling up exceptional scores measures success, that it deserves 
a paragraph in this report. The team was defeated but once, 
and that was in its first game. It was tied in the score of the 
following game, but in the games which followed, but two 
points were scored against the team, while almost 500 points 
were rolled up against its opponents. Natick’s percentage of 
victories won was the highest of any team in and around 
greater Boston, while in points scored 524 in points scored 
in one game, IOI, in goals kicked successively, 15 
in one game, in points scored in one game by 
one player, 43, it holds the season’s record, if not the world’s 
record. The season's success can be sattributed to the brains 
and speed of the players, and the efficient coaching of I. Ru- 
dolph Pray. 


The leading players of this team were Captain Sheehan, 
Messrs. Murray, Casey, Rourke, Amarosa, A. Whelan, T. 
Whelan, Doherty, Welch, Eldridge, Murphy and Sellew. 


These results while ideal from a football standpoint, and 
they have aroused great enthusiasm in the school and com- 
munity, yet are of questionable athletic value from the stand- 
point of the physical welfare of all our pupils. The physical 
exercise the twenty or thirty boys on the team received was 
probably excessive. The remainder of the pupils received 
none whatever. The enthusiasm in the town has led to the 
demand that a coach for football and baseball, at the town’s 
expense, be procured. 


When gymnasiums and playgrounds are available, we would 
urge the employment of a director of play who throughout 
the year can exercise oversight and direct the out-of-door 
exercise of all the Natick school children. 


NEW HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 
On account of insufficient room and improper conditions in 
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the housing of the high school pupils that were becoming rap- 
idly worse and almost unendurable, the School Committee 
had the following article inserted in the warrant for the an- 
nual town meeting: “Act 51. To see if the town will take 
preliminary action to provide a new building, appoint a com- 
mittee who shall report plans and estimates, together with 
their recommendations at an adjourned or subsequent town 
meeting, appropriate not exceeding $500 to defray expenses 
incurred by such committee or take other action to provide 
larger and better accommodations for the high school.” 

In pursuance of this article, a committee of ten represen- 
tative citizens were appointed as the Committee. At the first 
meeting of this Committee, the School Committee submitted 
the following statements: 


HIGH SCHOOL PROBLEMS 
Now Confronting the Natick School Committee. 


PRESENT CONDITIONS. 

(a) We have an enrollment that has varied from 300 to 
421 this year. At the beginning of this school year every 
available seat was occupied, and seven pupils were without 
seats. 


‘(b) The present courses offered tax all available class 
rooms. 


(c) Our building is inconvenient, imperfectly heated and 
ventilated and needs immediate repair. 

(d) The fire risk to the building and occupants is great. 

(e) Our building is not up to the standard of surround- 
ing towns. It is a reflection on the educational spirit of our 
town. 

(f) We need an assembly room for the high school. 


Conditions to be met in immediate future. 
(a) To provide within two years for an increased enroll- 
went of at least 75 pupils. Explanation—There will be 250 
children qualified to enter the high school, in this time 100 will 
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graduate. Making a fair allowance for losses we may make 
an estimate of 75 above losses and graduation continuing in 
the school. 


(b) Two additional teachers and two additional class 
.Tooms will be needed for these pupils. Additional space will 
be needed for these larger classes in the present class rooms, 
especially in Chemistry, Physics, Typewriting and Bookkeep- 
ing. 


(c) To provide accommodations for courses in industrial 
training, manual training and domestic science for our boys | 
and girls. Explanation—The present educational tendencies 
are very strongly toward such training. In addition to this, 
simple justice to a considerable proportion of our boys and 
girls demands it. The average age of pupils entering our 
high school is a little above fourteen years. The law com- 
pels their attendance until the age of sixteen. We should pro- 
vide training that will be helpful to the boy whose tastes and 
ability lead him to take up a trade as we do for the one that 
is going to enter professional or commercial life. 


(d) To guard adequately from danger of fire over 100 
pupils that will at times occupy the third floor of the present 
building. 


(e) There are problems confronting us in the grades that 
a new high school building would solve. (1) To accommo- 
date the ninth grade and thus relieve the congestion in the 
Wilson building. Explanation—There will be 125 children 
in the ninth grade of the Wilson building next year. It will. 
accommodate I0o only, without overcrowding. Because of 
lack of space we cannot give our eighth and ninth grades the 
courses we desire. We need our present ninth grade rooms 
for the eighth grade and other purposes. 


(f) Our present Manual Arts work should be located in a 
new building. Explanation—The Cochituate building in 
which we have the Manual Training and Domestic Science 
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is dilapidated and unsanitary, and with outside closets. It is 
questionable whether the present building by reason of loca- 
tion and condition will justify the expense of putting in good 
condition. 


The special committee inspected and considered existing 
conditions carefully. It visited high schools in surrounding 
towns. Its final report rendered at the special town meeting 
was unanimously in favor of a new high school building, and 
recommended a petition to the Legislature for an enabling 
act to borrow $110,000 to construct the same. This was 
adopted by the meeting without a dissenting vote. 


At the subsequent meeting of the committee, to consider 
plans for the building, the Superintendent of Schools sub- 
mitted the following statement:

IN CONCLUSION 


The last time that I submitted a detailed statement to your 
honorable Committee was when the necessity of a high school 
building was under consideration. 

Since then the presentation of your report favoring the 
building, and the unanimous acceptance of it by the town 
meeting called to consider your report, have been two events 
highly satisfactory to all concerned. Your judgment and 
your presentation of the matter at issue, deserves the thanks 
of the School er eiaise and all school authorities of the 
town. 


The matter under consideration now is the architectural 
plans for the new building. This is the first time the Superin- 
tendent and the School Committee have had an opportunity of 
stating their views to your committee. 


In a general way there are two ways of obtaining plans for 
our school building. One is by adaptations; the second is by 
organization. By adaptation, general plans or plans that have 
been used for particular buildings are cut down, enlarged and 
worked over to suit our school. By the second method, a 
careful study of particular needs is made. This includes pro- 
visions for the future of the town, a knowledge of its past 
history, a study of the high school curriculum, as well as 
the course of study below the high school, a consideration of 
the probable future high school curriculum, and then the 
drawing of plans for a building exactly adapted to those 
needs as far as human intelligence can predict and provide for 
them. 
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We deprecate any plan for getting a new high school after 
the plans of getting a ready-made suit of clothes. 


Undoubtedly the plans for a new high school building are 
important and entitled to great consideration. I wouid say 
that no detailed study has yet been made. Not even the site 
has been picked out, so that the matter is entirely open for 
intelligent suggestion and discussion. 


Building a new high school presents three phases: first, 
the educational ; second, the legal; and third, the architectural. 
The legal side comes up in obtaining money, sites, etc. From 
professional courtesy alone if nothing else, I would leave that 
to lawyers. The architectural side which concerns itself with 
planning a building to suit your needs and conditions, I leave 
to architects, and similarly the educational phases of the 
problem should be left to educators. 


What is a high school? Who has even a crude definition. 
Yet the expenditures of $125,000 should be based on exact 
definition and knowledge. Some of you may say, “I know 
what a high school is, because I graduated from one twenty 
years ago,” yet the high school of twenty years ago is not 
the high school of today, and the high school of today is far 
from being the high school of ten or twenty years from 
now. 


Some may say that it is the school forming the connecting 
link between the grammar school and the university. This 
was Huxley’s idea when he said that the public school should 
be the “ladder leading from the gutter to the university.” But 
not one in five of our high school graduates goes to college. 
The high school serves three purposes in its students’ out- 
ward life. When it sends them into college it is a connective. 
A mere link in the educational scheme. When it is a boy’s 
last school and he finishes his general education there it is 
terminal, and when it fits him for a profession as stenogra- 
pher, bookkeeper, etc., it is vocational. 


The present trend of development is along vocational lines, 
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and we must provide for it. The number of pupils to be ac- 
cominodated in a high school building is but one element in 
determining its size and architectural arrangement. What is 
your course of study? How many teachers do you employ? 
What is the number and size of their classes? are questions 
that you must answer and consider. 


Before one can determine what kind of a high school pro- 
gram of studies is needed for a given community, certain con- 
ditions must be analyzed. It is necessary to investigate the 
growth and character of the population, the future conditions 
of the community, and the general purpose of the high school 
in such a community. After such a study educational needs 
will be more clearly apparent. By a part of this study we will 
cover a discussion of these topics. 


I. Growth in population. 


The population of Natick has been practically stationary for » 
thirty years or more, never falling below nine thousand and 
never rising above ten thousand. We can but conjecture for 
the future, but indications appear extremely bright at the 
present time for considerable growth in the future. 


The high school enrollment depends more largely on the 
character of the population more than upon its number. The 
following is self-explanatory and proves my statement:

Natick, with a population of ten thousand has a high school 
enrollment of 344, or practically twice that of Adams, which 
has 2000 more population. The only town which approaches 
Natick in high school enrollment is Wakefield, which, with a 
population of 11,310, has a high school enrollment of 367. If 
the increase in Natick’s population is residential we may ex- 
pect the high school enrollment to increase proportionately ; 
that is, if our increase comes from Boston side it will demand 
increased high school facilities. On the other hand if it is 
manufacturing, and the growth is from Framingham side, the 
population may increase very materially, and the high school 
enrollment will grow but little because laborers in factories 
at small wages in general cannot afford, do not have the in- 
clination, or perhaps their children have not the ability to 
complete much beyond the grammar school if indeed that 
far. 


Any person going over this list can easily deduce the truth 
of this statement. I believe Natick’s growth, and I say it 
somewhat regretfully, will be, to a great extent, along manu- 
facturing lines, and if this results as it may in a dislodg- 
ment of the good steady middle class which makes up a great 
mass of our population, it may result in a large decrease in 
our high school enrollment. I don’t believe there are any 
conditions indicated within the near future, say twenty years, 
that will increase our enrollment above 400. 


If we place the ninth grade in the high school building, 
thus relieving the congestion of the Wilson building, a high 
school accommodating a 500 pupil enrollment would be suf- 
ficient. When it becomes crowded, the grammar schools will 
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have become infinitely more crowded and provision can be 
made for the ninth grade at the same time the grammar 
school congestion is relieved. 


2. Character of the population in Natick. — 
The population of Natick engaged in gainful occupations 
may be divided in a general way, into three classes: 1st, the 
farmers and flori-cilturists. Of these the flori-culturists are 
decidedly the most interesting, and it is surprising to find at 
least twelve concerns engaged in this splendid occupation. 
Some of these, as for instance the Waban Rose COnservargny, 

are very large indeed. 

The next is the industrial class, who work in the industries 
of Natick, and third, the commuters, the professional men who 
live in Natick and carry on business in. Natick or Boston. 
The commuters form a complex group engaged in a variety 
of the pursuits, professional, industrial, commercial, and oth- 
ers, and their interest can only be served by an ve varied 
program of the studies in the high school. 

I now present here a scheme of the present high school stu- 
dies as it ministers to the various needs and occupations, and 
also I have looked into the future a little bit to see what the 
probable development of the high school in course of study 
will be. 


3. Present high school situation. - 
a. Courses of study. 
The present high school offers courses of study as follows: 
(1) Those preparing for further education. 
a. College preparatory course, chiefly for col- 
leges, 77 enrolled. 
b. Scientific tourse, chiefly for technical 
schools, 25 enrolled. 
c. General and yet undefined way for normal 
schools, 74 enrolled. 


(2) “General Course,” which is a finishing course, 
largely cultural.

(3) Preparation for a vocation. 
a. Commercial course, for office and clerical . 
work, 162 enrolled. 
b. Domestic Arts course, for homemaking 
36 enrolled. ° 
c. Industrial course, wood working, etc., 6 en- 
rolled. 
These courses which prepare for the higher institutions of 
learning, the colleges, Institute of Technology, the normal 
school, etc., are standard courses of this type. They are or- 
ganized to meet the requirements of admission which have 
been fixed by each institution. The successful work of the 
graduates of these courses in the institutions to which they 
go testifies to the efficiency of these courses in accomplish- 
ing the purpose for which they were designed. “The general 
course” meets the needs of those in the elementary school, 
but who pursue it for cultural rather than practical or utili- 
tarian purposes. . 


The commercial course occupies the attention of about 160 


students, at the present time, and is the only fully organized 
course which prepares boys and girls to enter a vocation di- 


rectly upon leaving the high school. The consensus of opin- 
ion is that it is efficient in preparing pupils to take up office 
and clerical work of various kinds in the commercial world. 
Are there not other vocations in Natick which it is the duty of 
the high school to prepare students to enter? 


SCHEME OF STUDY AS ADAPTED TO NATICK. 


Various interests of Natick.

This scheme is suggestive. It represents the high school 
offering when equal opportunity is afforded all children. 
The first six courses are now offered. 
b. Attendance. 


The enrollment in the high school at present is 344. In 
I9QIO it was 320; 1908-9, 269; 1907-8, 248; 1906-7, 232; 
1905-6, 247; 1904-5, 253; 1903-4, 267; IQ0I-2, 253; 1900-1, 
269; 1899-00, 266. The increase in I91I is about twenty-five 
more than in 1910, which was an increase of about thirty over 
1909. This will continue for about two years longer. If the 
manual arts course for the boys and the domestic arts for 
the girls becomes more popuiar it may result in holding more 
boys and girls in our high school. The number enrolled in 
manual arts this year is only six. The domestic arts is an en- 
tirely new course. It has an enrollment of about twenty pu- 
pils. We cannot judge its ultimate popularity until it has 
here been in force longer. 


c. Graduation. 


A study of the number of pupils graduated in the last few 
years especially with reference to the future work of the pu- 
pils reveal interesting facts. These figures show pretty clearly 
that the present high school serves those who are preparing to 
leave school for their life work. In 1906 there were 26 grad- 
uates, of whom eight entered college; the remainder went to 
work. In 1907 there were 38 graduates. In 1908 there were 
35 graduates and four post graduates, of whom 8 entered col- 
lege, and 8 entered normal school. In 1909, the class in- 
cluded 36, 5 of whom entered college and 6 entered normal 
school. In 1910 there were 32 graduates, of whom 7 entered 
college and 5 entered normal school. These figures indicate 
very definitely that a large percentage of the graduates of 
the school (not to mention the many who drop out during the 
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four-year course) do not pursue courses in higher education, 
but do take up directly their life work. It should be the 
concern of the school authorities to see that those who leave 
school to go to work at the close of high school, shall have 
an opportunity to prepare for their vocation during their high 
school course, equivalent to the opportunity offered by the 
school to those who are preparing for higher education. 


d. Rooms needed for present classes. 


In a comparatively small high school in which is offered a 
number of different courses, the classes will inevitably be 
small. For such a school, relatively more rooms are needed 
than for a large school; but they may also be smaller in the 
smaller school. It should be perfectly clear, and must be 
borne in mind constantly, that it takes one room for each 
class no matter how small that class may be. 


The school day in the Natick high school is now divided 
into 6 recitation periods. During the first period in the morn- 
ing 13 class rooms are at the same time during the second 
period there are 14; the third 13, the fourth 11, the fifth 13, 
and the sixth 11. It is evident, therefore, that the courses 
now offered in the school require a minimum of II recitation 
rooms, and a maximum of 14 rooms at a time. 


The largest room of any room is 38, except when music is 
taken on Fridays in this room the enrollment is 100. The 
number in each class room varies down to 6 and 10. This 
latter number is only in the industrial course. There are 12 
teachers who teach constantly in the high school, including 

the principal. In addition to this there should be provision 
made for two (2) ninth grade teachers under the present 
_ plan. We must need in addition to these teachers 5 special 
teachers who devote part of their time to high school work. 
The manual training teacher, the teacher of domestic arts, the 
teacher of drawing, and the teacher of sewing will each require 
a special room. The teacher of music could probably use the 
large assembly room or the study room which should be pro- 
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vided. As I see it now, there is actual need of at least 20 
rooms, none of which need accommodate more than 40 to take 
care of present classes. 

In addition to these recitation rooms there should be a 
large study room provided to accommodate pupils not en- 
gaged in recitation. These should be under charge of a 
monitorial teacher. I consider this infinitely better for the 
pupils and the teachers than the present plan of stowing them 
in unoccupied seats in the different class rooms where they are 
distracted from their studies by the instruction given, and are 
certainly a very distracting force to the teachers engaged in 
giving instruction. 


Provision should be made for offices for the Schotl Com- 
mittee and Superintendent, and a storage room for supplies, 
and of course accommodations for the high school principal 
and the male and female teachers. 


The commercial course requires three rooms for its work 
as follows: one for typewriting, one for stenography, commer- 
cial geography, commercial law, economics, and commercial 
arithmetic, and penmanship. It ought to be perfectly obvious 
that some of these rooms, such as the one for typewriting, 
for example, cannot be used for any other purposes, owing 
to the character of their equipment. 

4. Education aim. 

Free public education is based upon the principle that the 
wealth of a state must educate the children of the state. Ed- 
ucational administration has been tending toward this prin- 
ciple throughout our history as a country. This principle 
has been evolved from the theory that the preservation and 
the progress of the democratic state depends upon the intelli- 
gence of its people. Asa result the state insists by means of 
compulsory education laws, and child labor laws, that every 
child shall receive the elements of education. The state pro- 
vides for this education by means of system of general taxa- 
tion for educational purposes. Universal education at the 
expense of the state means, or should mean, an equally avail- 
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able opportunity for every child in any community to obtain 
the kind of an education best fitted to this individual and 
social needs. Such an education should get the individual for, 
or at least introduce him to, some kind of useful social service 
as well as develop his intellectual capacity. Such a voca- 
tion as the school fits for should be one in which the com- 
munity has need of efficient workers; it should be a vocation 
or calling which shall be at once an opportunity for the indi- 
vidual to earn a living, and to perform a service for the com- 
mon good. 


Our manual training course includes merely wood working 
at the present time. In the near future it will undoubtedly 
take up forge and iron work, and provision should be made 
for this. A teacher of agriculture will scon be employed in 
Natick. Under the present law the state pays the salary of 
such an instructor, if fifteen pupils are enrolled, and these 
pupils may come from Natick or surrounding towns. With 
our conservatories as well as our farming interests this course 
should be instituted at once, if accommodations were available. 

The normal preparatory course when definitely outlined 
will not entail additional class rooms. These courses men- 
tioned are those in actual preparation, or will be in prepara- 
tion in the immediate future, but educaton is a living, grow- 
ing science. Its development may soon make demands on a 
high school building that we cannot foresee at once. 

A gymnasium should be provided. A library is a very nec- 
essary part of every school, and possibly the library and 
the school committee room may be one. An infirmary is often 
wisely included in the school buildings. Wardrobes which 
will provide space for individual lockers for 500 _ students 
should be provided. Dressing rooms with direct entrance to 
the gymnasium are necessary. A lunch room is very neces- 
sary. With a gymnasium play rooms may be dispensed with. 
The assembly room should accommodate 750 persons—500 
for the students, and 250 for visitors. There should be a gal- 
lery also surrounding the gymnasium for the use of onlookers. 
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No high school can be organized and operated from year 
to year so as to fill each class room with pupils at all times. 
You cannot take a floor space and divide by 20 the number 
of square feet to each pupil, and say that it will accommodate 
the quotient in pupils. There must be space for the inevita- 
ble change in election of studies, etc., for the same given 
number of pupils. I present to your committee the high 
school program. We want a building in which it may be op- 
erated without friction. 


The material of the building. its location, etc., may be left 
to other judgment than mine. I have stated the educational 
problems that your plans must fit to and must solve. 


I make my statement with the confidence that comes from 
a thorough study and experience in educational matters, and 
a close study of the local situation. 


After the presentation of the above statement the school 
committee after viewing several plans communicated with the 
building committee, stating that provision for at least 21 class 
rooms, including the laboratories, etc., should be made that 
a study hall large enough to accommodate the Freshman class 
should be provided, that two rooms with places for storing 
lumber, etc., should be arranged for manual training. Re- 
ports on their prospective needs in a new building were also 
submitted by the manual training and the domestic arts 
supervisors. 

The Massachusetts Legislature has passed the act authoriz- 
ing the issue of bonds, and with favorable action by the com- 
ing town meeting, a suitable high school building will be 
available in the near future. 


As a final word we would urge for the sake of safety and 
economy that the building be made entirely fireproof. 
GENERAL. 


Schools serve two purposes; first, to teach how to live, 
and second, how to make a living. The first purpose is moral 
and includes the teaching of such habits as industry, truth- 
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fulness, order, punctuality, loyalty, hygienic habits, etc. The 
instruction in these virtues need not be specific, but comes as 
a result of faithful instruction in the customary school 
branches. 


The second purpose is vocational, and the most marked ed- 
ucational advancement today is in this direction. We are just 
at the beginning now, and attempt but little definitely, ex- 
cept in stenography and typewriting. 

A study of the high school principal’s report which is in- 
cluded here, and gives a list of the various occupations of 
last year’s high school graduates, shows that even now a sur- 
prising number engage immediately on leaving school in the 
skilled manner of active employment. The time will soon 
come when practically all except those intending to continue 
school will graduate from the high school equipped to earn a 
livelihood.

The total number enrolled for the year I9QI0-1I is 344, di- 
vided as follows: 2 post graduates; 51 seniors; 65 juniors; 
93 sophomores; 133 freshmen. Of this number 7 have left, 
leaving the present membership 337. 


Since the last report 40 new desks have been placed in 
Room 10, several new typewriters have been purchased, a tel- 
ephone installed, the boys’ coat room enlarged, and certain 
minor repairs have been made, all of which have greatly aided 
us in the conduct of the school. 


The afternoon study hour has again been maintained this 
year and has yielded even better results than we obtained last 
year. An English Society, composed of a number of students 
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particularly interested in English, has been organized, and 
has held several successful meetings. 

Through the generosity of the Natick Woman’s Club, a 
lunch counter has been established at the school, and has been 
in operation for a month. The prices have been put at the 
lowest possible figure consistent with wholesome food, and 
an efficient woman has been in charge. If we may judge from 
the support received from the pupils, it is filling a long felt 
want. 

The school -has been successful in athletics, particularly in 
football. The championship of the Midland Interscholastic 
League came to us last fall, and this success was made pos- 
sible not only by the excellent work and good conduct of the 
boys and the very efficient coaching of Mr. Pray, but also 
by the splendid financial and moral support furnished by the 
Alumni-Citizens Committee under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Hred)),, Lucey. 

I wish to thank the town librarian, Miss Partridge, for 
her very efficient assistance rendered on so many occasions 
during the year. 

As for the teachers of the high school and the supervisors 
who have worked with the high school pupils, I have only 
words of commendation. All have accepted the disadvantages 
under which we have been obliged to work without a mur- 
mur, and have always been loyal to the adminstration. 

Concerning the present high school building, I need only 
say that it is being used beyond its capacity, and I trust that 
a new building will be provided in the near future. The spirit 
of the school is excellent, in spite of the crowded conditions. 
The boys and girls have accepted the situation philosophi- 
cally, and are making the best of it. 

In closing, I wish to thank the School Board and the Su- 
perintendent for their hearty co-operation.

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The Report of The Board of Health 


We submit the following report for the year ending Jan. 31, 
Igi2. 


The Board organized for work March, 1911. Dr. Lawrence 
was elected chairman and Forrest N. Adams secretary. We 
voted to hold meetings on. the first and third Tuesdays each 
month as usual. While we have had many problems that were 
annoying all have been satisfactorily settled except Pegan 
Brook and Charles River. We advanced the money and had the 
South arm cleaned to avoid its overflowing property. Hardly 
a week passes that our Board does not receive complaints of the 
condition of this brook, and while there is no dotubt it is ina 
fearful condition in places, a point of law is raised as to who 
should correct this nuisance. Our Board has assumed the tem- 
porary right and relieved all the unhealthy conditions brought to 
our notice, but the time has arrived for an appropriation to be 
‘made, and the correct measures taken to put this brook in proper 
condition. There are portions of this brook that should be 
piped, places that should be filled in, and all remaining portions 
cleaned. In the Charles River case, the Boards met, and left 
the matter in a committee’s hands to do as they thought best, 
and while no definite move could be made this year, we intend 
to have everything satisfactorily done before the coming summer 
time. Other nuisances have been treated promptly and to every- 
body’s satisfaction we hope. We have been particularly fortu- 
nate financially, as we have had so few contagious diseases. 
We have had only fifteen Scarlet Fever, nine Diptheria and ten 
Typhoid Fever cases, so we have used only a third of our appro- 
priation, and are happy to return such a large balance. 
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We now have our plumbing and provision inspectors and 
soon we must have a milk inspector. Towns our size are sup 
posed to require all milkmen to be licensed, and all dairies to be 
regularly and thoroughly inspected, Milk is about the most 
important product sold, and can not be too carefully protected, 
so we feel it ought to be watched by a competent agent. We 
pay our inspectors small fees compared with other towns, but we 
feel we are reaping satisfactory results. _ If all could be under 
one agent, and a living wage paid, the system would be ideal 
After much time and trouble we have the plumbing rules work- 
ing smoothly, and we have seen their great value to the public 
already. We urged the extension of the sewer on Harvard exten- 
sion and Harrison street, and it has already proved a paying 
proposition, and a most valuable service to these thickly settled 
portions of the town. Many connections have been made, yet 
there are some who still defy the law and will have to be com- 
peiled to enter the sewer. We have forced the matter each year 
and shall continue until all have connected as the law requires. 
Many of our immigrants reach town from the Cholera and Plague 
districts and our board is notified to watch them for a certain 
number of days This year we have had over twenty with no 
illness cccuring. We have had the usual number of Phthisis 
cases and have either sent. them away for treatment, or insolated 
them at home. This disease so dreaded by all, is causing all 
our hospitals to fill rapidly and the greatest trouble is to find 
sulatble places to care for these unfortunates. In comparing 
Natick’s health record with other towns we stand high in the 
ranks.

FILTER BEDS 


The filter beds are in a very good condition as a.result of 
the changes and improvement made in the past four years, and 
the Commissioners are fully convinced that the filteration  sys- 
tem at present is adequate for the Town’s needs for many years. 


The effluent continues to show a very high percentage of 
purification according to the return made by the State Board of 
Health to the office of the department. 


PUMPING STATION 


The condition at the station are very satisfactory when you 
take into consideration the fact that the plant has been in opera- 
tion for nearly fifteen years, the wear on the boilers is beginning 
to show, as at each inspection by the State authorities the pres- 
sure is being reduced as the life of a boileris from 15 to 18 years 
So that the time is not far distant when new boilers will have 
‘to be installed. 

Some much needed repairs have been made on the residence 
of the Engineer and on the station the past year, the grounds 
have been improved and present a very fine appearance in the 
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summer which goes to show that the engineer in charge takes a _ 
deep interest in making the place what it should be, one of the 
beauty spots along the Highway. 

The Commissioners feel very much pleased with the careful

: FLUSHING 


The system was flushed in the month of July, and we found 
it in excellent condition. _An inspection is made in the fall to 
see that there is no obstruction to the flow. The spring rain 
give the system the best flushing that it can possibly get. 


EXTENSIONS 


The Commissioners received notice on April 2nd, 1911 
from the local Board of Health requesting that the sewer line be 
extended on Harvard street to the houses of Mr. Hume on 
account on the unsanitary condition of that locality. 


A thorough investigation was at once made by the Commis- 
sioners, and they found that the ‘Board of Health was justified 
in issuing the notice for the extension. 


The work was completed and five houses were connected. 
When the remaining houses have their connections made an 
income in excess of six per cent on the investment will be 
realized by the department. 


The system was extended on Harrison street 222 feet, as 
the sanitary conditions in the northerly end of the street were 
deplorable in the opinion of the Board of Health and of every 
person who was unfortunate enough to be obliged to come in 
contact with the same. To do the work we were obliged to 
blast through solid ledge varying in depth from 65 to 134 feet 
with a very narrow street to store the material that was taken 
from trench. To overcome this difficulty we were; obliged to 
erect a wall on each side of the trench, creating an elevated 
walk on one side of the street, from eight to nine feet above the 
surface along the line of the trench. 

We were very fortunate that no accident happened, and | 
only by the ‘greatest care were we able to complete the work 
without the town being involved in a suit for damages. We feel 
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that while the outlay was large that the conditions were such 
that it was impossible to complete the work for a less amount 
than was expended, as there was a dollar’s worth of labor 
rendered for every dollar expended for the same. 

I wish to thank the residents of that district for the many 
favors extended, and for the patience displayed while being put 
to many inconveniences while the work was progressing. 

In conclusion,’*1 wish to thank the Commissioners for the 
valuable advice and assistance rendered to me during the year.

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Report of Trustees of Leonard Morse 
Hospital | 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital submit their 
nineteenth annual, report for the year ending December 31 
Igil. 

Near the close of the yea, after a service of nearly two 
years, Miss Van Cor, now Mrs. William O. Cutler, resigned as 
superintendent, and Miss Woodbury, the assistant superin= 
tendent, was appointed in her place. Miss Woodbury is a 
graduate of the Boston City Hospital, and her fidelity and 
efficiency at the Leonard Morse Hospital during the time she 
has been with it seemed to justify and require her promotion to 
Miss Van Cor’s place. It is strongly hoped that her adminis- 
tration may prove successful and satisfactory, and it is hoped 
also that every reasonable assistance may be given to her in the 
performance of her duties, which at best are arduous and exact- 
ing. She is put in charge of the affairs ‘of the hospital subject 
to the trustees, not as individuals, but as a board, and if any 
complaint is to be made it should be made directly to the 
board. Miss Monroe has been appointed assistant superin- 
tendent. She is also a graduate of the Boston City hospital. 

Some two years ago there was fitted up in the third story of 
the administration building a place in which it was thought 
maternity cases could be cared for. It was in the nature of an 
experiment, but experience has shown that the accommodations 
are not only unsuitable but totally inadequate to meet the 
demands, and that a separate, independent ward or building for 
maternity cases must be provided if such cases are to be cared 
for in the future. 

. The experience of other hospitals in this vicinity coincides 
in this respect with that of our own, and demonstrates the 
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actual necessity of such a separate building or ward for mater- 
nity patients, so that the trustees do not see how they can much 
longer deter providing one if the hospital is to meet the con- 
stantly increasing demands made upon it for treatment in such 
cases. It would certainly seem ungenerous to motherhood and 
childhood to require them to occupy such quarters at such a 
time with so much discomfort to themselves and not a little 
annoyance to the other patients in the sick rooms below them. 


Assuming therefore that such a provision is to be made in 
the near future, the important question remains, how is the 
money to be obtained? Only three ways occur to the trustees: 

1. By soliciting and obtaining it by public subscription, 
-n which case many of the wealthy, as in times past would 
escape all liability. 


2. By an appropriation by the town, in which case every 
one would be required to pay his just share of it by taxation, no 
more and no less. 


3. By taking it from the endowment fund and thereby 
reducing the income from that source for the support of the 
hospital. 

The past experience does not seem to justify or furnish any 
ground for any very rosy hopes or expectations of the success of 
the first method, and the second, although right in principle of 
course and ord narily would be the one to adopt, still in view of 
the nature and amount of the endowment fund and the relation 
and generous attitude of the town towards the hospital, there is 
much to be said in favor of taking the money from the endow- 
ment fund and trusting to the generosity of the town to make up 
such deficiency in the running expenses as shall arise from year 
to year by reason of having so reduced the principal. The 
trustees have heretofore adhered with a good deal of strictness 
to the terms of Mrs. Mlorse’s will. which provides: that the 
income only shall be applied to the support of the hospital and 
they do not intend now to relax, and have no right’ to relax in 
that respect. But the question 1s a different one trom that of 
using the principal for the support of the hospital. The will 
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provides ‘‘that a good and substantial hospital shall be built 
and established,’’’and ‘‘full authority is given to the trustees 
chosen by the town to act for the best interests of all concerned 
in all matters pertaining to said trust,’’ and if satisfied that the 
demands upon the hospital cannot be met with the buildings 
already provided, and that the best ‘‘interests of all con- 
cerned ’’ require additional buildings, the trustees would seem 
to have discretionary power to build them. But this discre- 
tionary power is not to be exercised capriciously or hastily; it is 
to be exercised after careful consideration of all the 
facts upon sound and established principles and for the strong- 
est reasons, so that the people of Natick may enjoy the full 
benefit of the gift of their generous benefactress as she intended 
they shoulda. 

A few months back Mr. Hunnewell resigned as trustee to 
the very great regret of the remuining trustees. Mr. Hunnewell 
was one of the architects (Shaw & Hunnewell) who built what 
is now the administration building, and he has served as 
trustee since the hospital was opened. He has had much inter- 
est and long experience in work of this kind, and his experience 
and judgment which were always available, were of great value- 
in the conduct of the affairs of the hospital. The record of his 
gifts, and the gifts of his family to the hospital during its short 
life, leaves nothing to be said in praise of his charitable deeds; 
he has in many ways shown his interest in the success of the 
hospital and nis willingness to bear much more than his share 
of the burden of maintaining it. Indeed the hospital is still to. 
have the benefit of his expert judgment in the care of the 
grounds and the trees. 

The vacancy caused by Mr. Hunnewell’s resignation has 
not been filled, and should be filled by the town at the March 
meeting in accordance with the terms of the will. The trustees 
had of course the right to fill it until the March meeting; but as 
there seemed no special need of filling it now, some of the 
trustees thought it best to leave the matter wholly to the town 
itself without what might be regarded as a gratuicous suggestion 
is to who should or should not be chosen. 
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The hospital met with a distinct loss in the death of Dr 
Keating. Dr. Keating had been a member of the medical staff 
since the hospital was opened, and he had always been loyal 
and faithful to its best interest. He was a skillful and care- 
ful physician, a genial and kindly man, whether in or out of 
the sick-room. His untimely death leaves a vacancy in the 
community hard to fill. 

The vacancy in the medical staff caused by the death of 
Dr. Keating has not yet been filled, the other physicians kindly 
dividing up and taking on his work for the time being. These 
physicians have been very generous in the care of the patients 
and they are entitled to the gratitude of the community for 
their charitable generosity. Ir. George W. W. Brewster and 
Dr. Joshua C. Hubbard have been elected consulting surgeons 
to the hospital. 

The contributions to the hospital have been quite generous, 
as will be seen by an examination of the report of the Superin- 
tendent. Those giving fifty dollars or over are

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TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES 


For the year ending September 30, 1911 


The Training School has now completed its eleventh year. 


This is one of the most important departments of the hospi 
tal, as the student nurses, under the direction of the supervisors 
constitute the nursing force of the hospital. 


One important change has peen brought about during the 
year. An elective course of four montns at the Boston City 
Hospital is given the senior nurses'in either medical, surgical and 
gynecological nursing or contagious diseases. This, we feel, will 
do mueh to increase the efficiency of our course. 

We are indebted to Dr. Hatch for conducting the class ‘in 
anatomy and physiolcgy; also to Mr. H. Carleton Smith for 
instruction and practical demonstrations in chemistry and 
urinalysis. 

Miss Sprout continues in charge of the class in domestic 
science, aud Mrs. Callowhill the massage class. The district 
nursing is under the direction of Miss Daniels. 

The superintendent and her assistant have had charge of 
the class instruction. 

We would take this opportunity to express our appreciation 
to the physicians and surgeons connected with the hospital for 
lectures they have given during the school year; also to Dr 
Edward French of Medfield, Dr. Edgar M. Holmes, Dr. P. Som- 
ers Smyth and Dr. MacAusland of Boston, and Dr. Frank L 
Morse of the State Board of Health for their lectures on special 
diseases. 
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One nurse has graduated, five have been added to the school 
one has resigned, and one has been dropped during the year. 

The Nurses Club have held three meetings during the year 
at the Hunnewell Home. 

The fourth annual meeting of the Alumnz Association was 
held in June at the Hunnewell Home, at which time they enter- 
tained the members of the Senior Class. 

To the nurses who have faithfully and cheerfully performed 
the routine work of the hospital we are largely indebted for our 
success.

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Report of Committee on High School 


Your Committee appointed at the annual town meeting in 
March, tg11, presented at a special town meeting held Novem- 
ber 22, 1911, the following report :— 


To the voters of the Town of Natick: 


Your committee were appointed under authority of the 
vote passed at the last annual town meeting of which the follow- 
ing is a copy: 


“Voted that a committee of ten (10) including the 
moderator be appointed. (1st) to make investigation 
relative’to the necessity of a new high school building, 
who shall report plans and estimates, if in their judge- 
ment, it be deemed wise and expedient to erect such a 
building, and report their recommendations in writing 
at a subsequent town meeting and that the sum of $200 
be appropriated to defray the expenses of procuring 
such plans and specifications and (2nd) that the sum 
of $2,500 be further appropriated, any part or all of 
said sum to be expended by the said committee, if in 
their judgement it is deemed wise and expedient to 
make repairs or alterations on the present school build- 


ing. 
The Committee organized April 27th, with Mr, George C 
Fairbanks, Chairman and W. O. Cutler, Secretary. 


The majority of the committee were hopeful that alterations 
and additions might be made to the present High school build 
ing for a sum not exceeding $9,000 or $10,000 which might make 
the building reasonably safe and provide accommodations for at 
least ten years. Estimates were obtained from several architect 
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and builders and it was found that owing to construction and 
arrangement of the building four,additional rooms with the ad- 
ditional] heating and ventilating equipment, including plumbing 
etc., would cost from $18,000 to $20,000, 


These alterations would furnish a building having nothing 
to commend and almost everything to be condemned from an 
architectural point of view; a building poorly arranged as 
regards efficiency for instruction and the handling of pupils; 
and far more serious than either of the above defects, it would 
remain after the alterations were made, practically as it exists 
to-day, a building which, viewed from present standards, is a 
fire trap and a menace to the lives of the pupils, if fire saould 
occur under certain conditions. 


To expend $20,000 or 1-5 of the cost of a new and modern 
school building would, in the judgment of your committee, be 
olly; and it was unanimously voted that not one dollar of the 
$2,500 appropriated be expended upon the present High school 
building. 


Your committee then asked for, and obtained from the 
School committee their estimate of the probable number of 
pupils for whom provision should be made in considering a new 
building and upon their estimate, five hundred, the matter was 
taken up with six architects. 


Your committee visited a number of the modern High 
schools of this size in the state in order to familiarize itself with 
the best types and four architects have submitted preliminary 
sketches and plans which, in a general way, will meet 
the needs of the town of Natick. These plans have been 
tendered by the various architects without cost to the town and 
they estimate and guarantee that such a building can be erected 
for a total cost not exceeding $100,000 exclusive of the land. 


Believing that it is. unwise and inexpedient to expend any 
money for the enlargement of the present High school building 
your committee would recommend that immediate steps be taken 
to ascertain what lots are available and perfect, plans for a 
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new high school building at a total cost not exceeding $110,000

VOTES OF SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


At this special meeting it was voted unanimously that the 
report of the committee be received as a report of progress, that 
their recommendations be adopted, and that the committee be 
further authorized and instructed to carrry out their recommend- — 
ations as submitted by them, print in pamphlet form and 
report not later than the next annual town meeting. 


It was also unanimously voted: (188 to o) 


‘‘That the town is in favor of the erection of a new High 
School Building and that the town petition the next General 
Court for authority to borrow a sum of money not exceeding 
$110,000 outside the debt limit for the purpose of erecting a ~ 
new High School Building and purchasing land and equipment 
therefor and that the Special Committee on High School Build- 
ing be authorized and instructed to carry out the purpose of this 
vote.” 


Following out the above instructions your committee, with 
the assistance of your senator, representative and town officials, 
presented a petition to the General Court for authority to bor- 
row a sum not exceeding $110,000, outside the debt limit, for the 
purpose of purchasing land and erecting and equiping a new 
High School Building. 


Realizing the necessity of prompt action, if this building is 
to be erected this year, action upon this petition was effectively 
urged, and at a hearing befure the Committee on Towns, a 
which were present members of this committee and interested 
citizens, no opposition developed and the bill was favorably re- 
ported, and was enacted and promptly signed by the Governor. 
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AN ACT 


To authorize the Town of Natick to incur indebtedness fo1 
a High School Building. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows: 

SECTION 1. The town of Natick, for the purpose of 
erecting, furnishing and equipping a high school building in the 


‘Centre village, so called, in said town, and for the purchase of 


land therefor, is hereby authorized to borrow money beyond its 
statutory limit of indebtedness, to an amount not exceeding one 

hundred and ten thousand dollars, and to issue notes or bonds 
therefor. Such notes or bonds shall bear on the face therefor 
the words Natick High School Loan, Act of 1912, and also the 
words “exempt from taxation in Massachusetts,” shall be payable 
at the expiration of periods not exceeding twenty years from the 
dates of issue, shell bear interest, payable semi-annually, at a 
rate not exceeding four per cent per annum, and shall be sigred 
by the treasurer and countersigned by the selectmen of the town 

The town may sell‘such securities at public or private sale, upon 
such terms and conditions as it may deem cxpedient, but they 
shall not be sold for less than their par value. 

Sect. 2. The town shall, at time of authorizing the said 
loan, provide for the payment thereof, in such annual propor- 
tionate payments as will extinguish the same within the time 
prescribed in this act; and when a vote to that effect has been 
passed the amount required thereby shall, without further vote, 
be assessed by the assessors of the town annually thereafter, in 
the same manner in which other town taxes are assessed, until 
the debt incurred by the loan is extinguished. Said town shall 
also raise annually by taxation a sum which will be sufficient to 
pay the interest as it accrues on the notes or bonds issued under 
authority of this act. 


SEcT: 3. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by 
majority of the voters of the town present and voting thereon at 
a meeting duly called for the purpose. 
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Your Committee have prosecuted ‘the work of perfecting 
plans for the new building. The architects who had submitted 
plans previous to the special town meeting have, in some cases, 
submitted new ones, which while essentially the same type of 
building as before, have been improved and have had embodied 
in them the valued ideas and suggestions of the School Commit- 
tee, Suderintendent, Principal and Instructors who have been 
consulted, some of whom have had opportunities to cousult 
with some of the architects. 


General specifications have been submitted by a number of 
architects and complete detailed specifications were submitted 
by one. 

Your committee nave practically agreed upon the general 
features, which, in their opinion, are desirable and necessary for 


a suitable High School for the Town of Natick. No complete 


and definite plans can be shown at this time, for your committee 
has as yet no authority to select either an architect or plans. 
Some of the plans submitted, however, are near enough to the 
conceptions of the committee tosafely base estimates upon, as 
the changes necessary would not affect the cost of construction 
to any extent. 


GENERAL FEATURES OF PROPOSED CONSTRUCTION 


A building of about 130 feet frontage, of brick, with stone 
or artificial stone trimmings; all bearing walls to be of brick 
corridor walls to extend up through building. The main cor- 
ridors extend through building from side to side, the entrance 
for boys at one side and tor girls at the other, affording quick 
and easy access to their respective wardrobes and toilets. The 
corridor, or vestibule, at front entrance intersects the main 
corridor, thus giving three entrances or exits on first floor. The 
stairways are at extreme ends of the main corridors, and extend 
from basement to third floor. Stairways will be non-combus- 
tible, probably steel frames and risers, with slate treads. All 
partitions to be brick, except few in large rooms, which are so 
arranged that their position may be changed if desired. Walls 
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to be laid with hollow, porous brick on inside, and plastered 
directly on this brick without lathing. Metal lathing to be used 
wherever any lathing is required. 


Floors to be of wood, surface flooring to be rift-sawed stock. 


That part of first floor, over boiler-room, to be steel beams and 


reinforced concrete floor. 
APPROXIMATE ARRANGEMENTS OF INTERIOR IS AS FOLLOWs: 


Basement. Manual training room, boiler room, which is en 
closed in brick walls, with fire doors at openings, cval-storage 
room, gymnasium, and apparatus and instructors’ room. Boys’ 
wardrobe and sanitaries, girls’ wardrobe and sanitaries, kitchen 
and corridor balcony, which can be utilized as a lunch room. 


first Floor. Four class rooms, assembly hall, with balcony- 
library and School Committee room; office and reception room of 
Superintendent of Schools, and room for general school supplies; 
office and reception room of Principal of High School, and room 
for supplies; retiring and toilet rooms for men and women 
teachers. 


Second Floor. Four class rooms and commercial depart 
ment,— this being a large room with glass partition separating 
the bookkeeping and typewriting departments. The assembly 
hall extends up through second story. 


Third Floor. One class room and a large room the equiva- 
lent in size of two class rooms, divided into two sections by 
wooden partitions, which can be moved and relocated if desir- 
able, the object being to provide a large study room and a small 
recitation room; also domestic science room, with pantry. Physi- 
cal and chemical laboratories, with lecture room or amphi- 
theatre located between them and communicating with -both 
Mechanical und free-hand drawing room, storerooms for physicak 
and chemical laboratories; and an instructor’s room, which to- 
gether with necessary dark rooms, eic., complete the equipment 
of this floor. The assembly hall, with balcony, which will seat 
about 800, will be equipped with stage, ante-rooms, etc., being 
on first floor it is easy of access. In addition to entrances and 
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exits to corridor, it has an emergency exit at each side of the 
stage opening outdoors, and providing ample means of exit in 
case of fire. 


HEATING, VENTILATION, ETC. 


Air warmed by steam coils in brick chambers in basement 
and sent to rooms and corridors in brick stacks will heat and 
ventilate the rooms supplemented by direct steam coils in rooms, 
which are controlled by automatic thermostats — this makes a 
very flexible and successful system. The warm air ventilates and 
partially heats the room, while the auxiliary steam coils com- 
plete the heating and, being under thermostatic control, the | 
steam is shut off when the desired and pre-determined tempera- 
ture is reached, and opened again when the temperature falls; 
the temperature can be maintained within two or three degrees. 
When - school is not in actual session, and the regular or full ven- 
tilation is not required, the desired temperature is maintained 
practically by the direct steam coils only, and is a matter of 
considerable economy. 


A stationary vacuum cleaning system will be installed, the 
vacuum pump and motor being installed in basement and the 
suction pipes fitted with outlets in rooms and corridors for suc- 
tion house. In connection with this subject the wood trim in 
all rooms and corriaors will be that known as sanitary or hospi- 
tal trim. This includes the trim of doors, windows, baseboards, 
blackboards, &c and is of such form as to permit dust to be easily 
removed, there being no beading or crevices. 


Accompanying these plans and specifications were bids 
from well known contractors for the erection of the building 
and grading the lot for from $90,000. to $95,000. Allowing 
$10,000 for equipment and $5,000. for a site would bring the 
total cost to about $110,009. 

It is quite possible thal when definite plans are submitted 
to contractors for competitive bids somewhat lower figures may 
be obtained. Your, committee from information obtained 
from various sources when they took up’ this work, 
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were led to believe that a building of so-called fireproof con 

struction, that is a building with non-combustible floors &c. 
would cost 15 per cent to 20 per cent more than one of the type 
there described and therefore not to be considered. Conferences 
have lately been held with architects and concrete steel contrac- 
tors which offer a possibility that a concrete structure of architect 

ural beauty and containing all the general features above described 
and which will be practically fireproof, may be obtained for the 
Same cost. Such buildings have been and are being erected in 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey. The U.S. Government is build- 
ing all school houses in the Phillipines of this type and the new 
buildings of the Mass. Institute of Technology, to be erected in 
Cambridge, will probably be of concrete-steel construction. The 
advantages of such construction are briefly the absolute safety 
as regards life, a serious fire being an impossibility. ‘The as 
surance that school work will not be interfered with by a pos- 
sible destruction or partial destruction of the school building, 


and lower cost of insurance and much longer life of the building. 


The possibility of obtaining such a building for the same 
cust is, in the judgment of your committee, well worth consid- 
ering, and will be thoroughly investigated. 


The vote of the town instructed the committee to report not 
later than the next Annual Town Meeting. 


In compliance with those instructions, the committee has 
diligently carried on its work, and would have been pleased, had 
it been possible, to present its report at an earlier date. But 
being obliged to await the action of the General Court upon the 
petition authorizing the loan outside of the debt limit, it has 
been impossible to present this report until the present time. 


Realizing that a special town meeting, if called, would only 
precede the Annual Town Meeting by a few weeks, your com- 
mittee felt that in a mattersuch as this, where an expenditure 
of more than $100,000 was involved, it would be better to 
submit its report and have it acted upon at the regular meeting 
when a full attendance would be assured,.and the action taken 
would more clearly reflect the wishes of all the citizens. 
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INCREASE IN TAX RATE DUE TO SCHOOL HOUSE 
LOAN 
According to the terms of the act authorizing the loan it 
must be repaid in annual installments so that the entire issue of 
bonds are redeemed within 20 years from date of issue. 


This will require ro annual payments of $6,000 and ten of 
$5,000 each. In addition it will require an annual interest 
payment the amount of which decreases yearly as the bonds are 
redeemed. The interest for the first full year at 4 per cent. will 
be $4,400 which with the $6,000 of bonds paid will make a total 
of $10,400, while the second full year will be $6,000 plus $4,162 
or $10,160, the interest decreasing by $240 each year. 


According to the assessors each $1,000 in the tax levy is an 
addition of 121g cents to the tax rate. Based *upon this state- 
ment the increase for the first full year would be $1.30, the 2nd 
full year $1.27, or a decrease of 3 cents in tax rate each year, 
and in the 2oth, or year of final redemption, the addition would 
have fallen to 65 cents. : 


As the loan will be made during the fiscal year 1912 the 
first redemption of bonds will not occur until 1913 and the inter- 
est charge for 1912 will probably not increase the tax rate more 
than 38 cents. Considering the premium to be secured on the 
bonds, the increase in the tax rate will not be more than 12 or 
13 cents on every $1,000. 


SITES FOR NEW HIGH SCHOOL 


In order to obtain information as to possible sites the 
committee advertised requesting any parties owning land which 
they considered suitab'e for this purpose to submit details and 
price for which they would sell the same. 

In response to this request the following tenders have been 
made: 

1. An offer by Mr. Jas. Lillis in general terms that several 
acres of land in the vicinity of the Coolidge Playground owned 
by him would be sold for $150 per acre. 

2. An offer by Loker Brothers of the property known as

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the ‘“‘ Patty Loker Place’’ on Pond Street. ( This offer has since 
been withdrawn. ) 


3. An offer by Mr. Edward N. Clark for the heirs of 
Edward Clark of the Col. Nutt property on Union Street, this 
lot having a frontage on Union Street of something over 200 ft. 
and a depth of 350 ft., price $4,oco including house and small 
barn. (This property has since been sold. ) 

4. An offer by the Middlesex & Boston St. Ry. Co. through 
Mr. G. M. Cox, Acting General Manager, for part of the street 
railway property on E. Central St. just west of the new State 
Armory property. This has a frontage of 240 ft. on E. Central 
Street and extends back 320 ft. and is offered at ro cts. per sq. 
ft.. which would make the price asked $7,680. The offer carried 
with it the suggestion that the size might be reduced to suit the 
requirements. Pegan Brook runs through this property, and 


also the force main of the Natick Water Works. 


5. An offer by Lucy A. Thorpe, Ada L. Holden and Ada 
M. Bowker, guardians of the daughters of Dana E. Bowker, 
of the land on Pond Street known as the “Nobby Bacon’’ 


-Estate. This property has a frontage of 240 ft. on Pond Street

RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Committee make the following recommendations: 
1. The acceptance of Chapter 6 of the Acts of 1912, au- 
thorizing the Town to incur an indebtedness of $110,000.00 out- 


side the debt limit for the erection of a new High School Build- 


ing. 
2. That a sum not exceeding $110,000 be appropriated to 
carry out the purpose of said act and that a committee be ap- 
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pointed with power to purchase land and to make contracts fo_ 
the erection of a new High School Building. 


3. That the Town purchase the Catholic Church lot so- 
called to be used in conjunction with the old High school lot as 
a site for the new Schoo] Building for the following reasons: — 

(a) Its central location and accessibility from all parts of 
the Town. 


(b) Its proximity to the Public Library which makes the 
latter available for reference purposes. 


(c) That it and the adjoining old high school lot will be 
bounded by three streets which insures the same light “as would 
be obtained by the purchase of a lot 80 or go feet wider.
